A small piece 
of cardboard is then cut the shape, but a 
trifle smaller than the mold, covered 
smis thly w ith silk, and wit neatly over- 
handed on the back ; each one is finished 
on the back in the same way. The pin 
must be attached to the square one by a 
jeweler. They are now ready for the 
painting, which most be done as well as 
possible, for it ismt'iis that their lieauty 
consists. The design should be of line, 
■ lelieate flowers, and nearly rover the 
mold. A verv prettv set for mminiiug 
can be covered with black -ilk and paint- 
ed in white only, the design being of 
white jessamine and bleached ferns. 
They are not difficult to make, but the 
most exquisite neatness is necessary in 
order to produce a satisfactory result.

Toward the end of the sixteenth cent- 
ury, in Bigland, "God's judgments" 
were much in vogue.

Freeh Air In the Bed-Room. 

How much air can lie safely admitted 
into a sleeping or living-room is a com- 
mon question. Rather, it should be 
considered how rapidly air cau be ad- 
mitted without injury or risk, and at 
how low a temperate". We cannot 
have too much fresh air, so long as wi- 
ll re warm enough and not exposed to 
draughts. What is a draught? It is a 
sw ift current of air at ntemperature lower 
than the body, which rolis either the 
whole IhxIv, or an exposed i>art, of its 
heat so rapidly as to disturb the equi- 
librium of our circulation and give us 
cold. Young and healthy j-iersons can 
habituate themselves to sleeping in even 
a strong draught, as from an open win- 
dow, if they cover themselves in cold 
weather with an abundance of bed- 
clothes. But those who have l>een long 
accustomed to being sheltered from the 
outer air by sleeping in wormed and 
nearly or quite shut-up rooms, are too 
susceptible to cold to bear a direct 
draught of cold nir. Persons over 70 
years of age, moreover, with lower vi- 
tality than in their youth, will not bear 
a low temperature "even in the air they 
breathe. Like hot-house plants, they 
may lie killed by a winter night's t hill, 
and must lie protected by warmth at all 
times. As u rule, we may say that, ex- 
cept for the most robust," the air which 

• nters at night into a sleeping chamber 
should, in cohl weather, be admitted 
gradually only by cracks or moderate 
openings ; or siiouid have its force broken 
by some intei-posing obstacle, as a cur- 
tain, etc., to avert its blowing imme- 
diately upon a sleeper in his bed. The 
ancient fashion, however, of having bed- 
curtains, which exclude almost all the 
a ir, has rightly become almost obsolete. 
No wonder that people dreain horri d 
dreams, and wake in the morning 
wearied rather than refreshed, when 
they sleen in rooi*»«***»led up tightly on 
every side, breathing over and over 
ugain their own breaths, which grow- 
more poisonous in every hour of the 
night. — American Health Primer.

• to his last volume of tales. But they 
like them to be good. What is a good 
short story? There are plain! v several 
answers to this question, depending upon 
the classes of readers by whom they are 
given. But let ns consider the stories 
good enough in their thought, purpose, 
style and literary workmanship to com- 
mand a place in the beat monthly maga- 
zines, and in weekly journals that strive 
to maintain a high standard. In the 
first place, a story of this grade must 
have the readable quality in a degree 
that will carry seventy-five per cent, or 
more of tho patrons of the magazine or 
journal through it, in a manner to inter- 
est and to please them. An editor fit 
for his place commonly looks out for this, 
by an instinct which authors may quar- 
rel w ith, but which is better «ToT the pub- 
lisher's purse and the reader's satisfac- 
tion than the opinion of "ten men who 
can render a reason." — &oUU it Jtule.

tVen. Sam Houston's Romance. 

Born in Virginia in 1793, left an or- j 
phan in boyhood, Sam Houston went 
with his mother to Tennessee, where ho : 
gnpixirted her with his own industry, 
thus early learning family loyalty. In ' 
1813, at the age of 'JO, he enlisted under | 
Gen. Jackson in the Creek war, and for 
his repeated deeds of gallantry he so 
pained the esteem of Jackson that he ! 
urged him to remain permanently in the 
ariuv. Resigning, however, and study- | 
jng law in Nashville, he rose from office ; 
to office, and in 1H23, at the age of 30, 
he was elected to Congress, and then 
again in 1827 was elected Governor of 
Tennessee. Up to this time Houston 
was unmarried. Universally admired, 
and urged by associates to form an alli- 
ance, which seemed essential to his sta- 
tion, a young lady of l>eautv and accom- 
plishments was commended to him by 
family influence. His proposal of mar- 
riage was accept. -d. and late in 1*28 the 
marriage ceremony was jierformed with 
unusual pomp. The next day Houston 
resigned his office, crossed the Missis- 
sippi into Arkansas, and Deo, 11, 1N2H, 
wrote from the agency of his old Chero- 
kee acquaintances the letter to Presi- 
dent Jackson which called forth his let- 
ter of Jan. H, 1* *.'. No one of Hous- 
ton's companions knew till his death the 
cause of his new course, which his l>est 
friends, like Jackson, regarded as par- 
tial insanity; no one but his widow 
could reveal it, and she only through ■ 
sense of eoujugid and Christian duty. 
That cause was the highest test of 
loyalty of which any man OOOld be ca- 
pable. 

On the < ve of the. marriage Gov. 
Houston observed a tremor in the voice 
and iu the hand of. his bride, when the 
vow of undivided uttachlneut was pro- 
nounced, which convinced him some 

secret hail not bcctl revealed to him. 

Before retiring he frankly told her of 
his suspicion, asked a frank confession 
mid pledged her that it should not work 
to her injury. His frankness im.l firm- 
ness led to the confession that her af- 
fections had been given and pledged to 
another before their meeting, and that 
filial duty had prompted her acceptance 
of his pVoiler. Houston retired to his 

own cot, nest day resigned his position,

tion, and his bride was married to the 
man of her former affection.

Not many French cards were ever sold 
in th' American markets, comparatively 
s|m akiug, although these manufactures 
s i re eieee.lingly fine — a linen card, thin, 
strong' and delicate, and nice to handle. 
The great bulk of imported cards were 
front l .UKlish manufacturers, as they are 
to-day. The lhiglish cards excel in the 
beauty of their finished ge< (metrical de- 
signs for their backs l>eing ornamented 
with tine colors and gildidg to an extent 
never attempted with the American article. 
This elegance of ornamentation seems to 
have always been a specialty with the 
English makers, and alone, "or in con- 
i with the heavy duties, ap)>ears to 
warrant the price asked for them — alxmt 
double that of American cards, the latter 
being even a better article. 

But, as has been hinted, of late years 
great progress bos been made in the 
manufacture of playing cards in this 
country, until at present no better goods 
can be found in any market than are af- 
forded by United "States makers. The 
ukhIi in. round-cornered card of the pres- 
ent nutkes is a vastimprovement over the 
old style square-cornered affair; and the 
manipulation of stock in their make-up 
results in an article possessing all the at- 
tributes OonsideSed desirable by card- 
players. The English manufacturers 
have been trying to copy the results at - 
teste' .1 Ed American rouud-eomered cards 
l,v "dicing out" the stock; but in this 
effort they failed signally, since the card 
cannot be cat mthat way without fataBy 
injuring its edjj>s and quality. Conse- ;

have been sent to England from this

Tea. — Kirk Marsh, the yeang' man who 
killed fte-a'wl Blake, the second clerk of 
the ateataer Annie Silver, and slightly 
wounded the captain and one of the pilots, 
on tbe up trip of that bott, near Haw 
Madrid, laat Friday, is pronounced hope- 
leealy insane. The nrst reports which | 
reached us, were to the effect that the i 
killing was done by a drunken desperado, 
but an old citixen of New Madrid, who 
has known young Marsh for m^ny years, 
informs us that be ia a young man of 
£ood character, sober, quiet, and inotfen 1 
sive, aud all parties acquainted with the 
young man aud tho cirouutatancea of the 
aad tragedy, are satisfied that it was un- 
taialakeably the aet of inaaniiy. Young 
Marsh is au apiarist, resided near New 
' Madrid, and had been lo Men.ptiis to aet: 
bia honey, and waa taken eick on board 
ihe Annie Silver, on his return. Ho was 
' traveling on deck, but when the officer* 
of tbe beat learned that be was sick they 
kiadly provided a room for him in tbe 
cabin. He was knoara to be delirious— 
. out of bis mind, before tbe shooting oc- 
curred, but of course no one anticipated 
tbe terrible Went his delirium would take, 
sad hence no guard «»ea placed over h'.m. 
In hie wildneas, young Marsh conceived 
tt.o idea that the boat had passed New 
Madrid, and that they were wilfully and 
foroibly carrying him from his home. 
Possessed of this idea, he rushed from his 
room lo the top of the boat, pistol in hand, 
and commenced shooting. He first shot 
at a waiter boy, who was sweeping out 
the Texae, but missed him.
